A lack of proper values 
breeds crime and delinquency 
Older generations should set 
good examples for the younger 
ones to follow. It is not entirely 
the fault of a young person 
who becomes a delinquent if 
he has seen only crime around 
him; but the influence of ac- 


ceptable values can be an in- 
calculable contribution 10 the 
life of any individual,

century. They owe a duty to 
their forebearers and to their 
descendents to ask about the 
quality of patriotism and the 
strength of constitutional gov- 
ernment in this land. The Am- 
erican heritage is not simply 
one of living space and mater- 
jal wealth. It is a spiritual her- 
itage—the heritage of individu- 
al freedom. And to many 
thoughtful citizens there seems 
to be reason to be troubled 
about the state of this heritage 
in our times. 

Certainly, patriotism is alive; 
it is vividly alive in the young 
‘Americans who fight so bravely 
in Vietnam, even when the po- 
litical leadership at home із 
grossly inadequate in spelling 
‘out the reasons for the conflict. 
But some of our institutions 
and part of our way of life are 
in difficulty these days. 

The Founding Fathers cre- 
ated this republic as a bulwark 
against all forms of tyranny 
In their time, they saw the 
tyrant at work through the 
agency of the British Crown 
But threats to liberty also have 
their contemporary manifesta- 
tions. 

Today for example, we 
have the evil of Big Govern- 
ment — a mammoth bureau- 
cracy that inhibits the individ- 
ual's exercise of personal free- 
om and eats his substance

through oppressive taxation de- 
signed to reward one segment 
of the population by robbing 
another. 

The Founding Fathers could 
not have envisioned the emer- 
gence of Big Unionism — а 
virtual state within a state that 
often operates as though it were 
not answerable to the law or 
to the legitimate demands of 


the public. Today, American - 


freedom is restricted by the 
bold maneuvers of Big Union- 
ism, which — like some rob- 
ber barons of old — attempts 
to stop transportation of people 


and goods. 


Americans have no! thought 
deeply enough about now their 
rights have been eroded уп the 
last 30-odd years by the gov- 
ernment that is supposcu to 
protect them. 

In the early days of this 
country, the right to work was 
vrimpaired. A man could take 
any job for which he was qual- 
ified. He did not have to sesh 
the permission of any organiza- 

сп or group. Today we find a 
жау different situation. In less 
than half the states is the right 
to Wuk guaranteed эу law. In 
the other states, a citizen із not 
wholly free to get a job. The 
union power structure in effect 
“owns” the jobs in many indus- 
tries and lines of business. An 
employer is not free to select 
his employees; he must adhere 
to conditions laid down by the 
union bosses. This situation is 
one of the biggest threats to 
freedom in America today. 

The United States also has 
within its midst a small minor- 
ity that seeks to promote a new 
kind of revolution that has 
nothing to do with the conserv- 
ative American Revolution of 
1776. This minority is bent on 
shattering the social order of 
the United States by campaigns 
of lawlessnes, by riots in the 
cities, by sit-ins on the camp- 
uses, and by bully-boy tactics 
of intimidation against officials 
of the law and the government. 

As Americans take pride іп 
their nation on reaching а pop- 
ulation of 200 million, they 
must remember that the worth 
of a country's heritage always 
has to be proved by the actions 
of the living. Fhis nation can- 
not live off the brave deeds of 
men in carlier times. Citizens 
of today have to stand up and 
be counted against the forces 
of bureaucracy, labor totalitar- 
ianism and anarchism that 
would wreck the experiment 
in freedom by action from with- 
in the republic. If citizens of 
today uphold the qualitative as- 
pects of the national life they 
need have no fear about the 
material success or security of 
the country. In the American 
Way of Life, freedom is the 
vital “ingredient. Its protection, 
as our ancestors have told us, 
requires eternal vigilance.
